Owners of the ſaid Houſe or Houſes ſhall be rated; and the Tenants or Occu-

Tray Houſes unoccupied ſhall be aſſeſſed at One Half of their Rate, and the 
Houſes ſhall be chargeable therewith. 


Trar all Pariſh Churches, Church-Yards, Chapels, Meeting-Houſes, and 
publick Buildings, ſhall be rated and aſſeſſed for every ſquare Yard belonging 
thereunto, in ſuch Proportion as the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall aſſeſs the fame ; 
and the Church-Wardens, Owners, or Proprietors thereof, ſhall, reſpectively, 
be compellable to pay the fame. 


THAT Rates and Aſſeſſments neglected or refuſed to be paid ſhall be levied

And, in Caſe the Maſter of ſuch Ship, 
Veſſel or Lighter, or other Perſon or Perſons having the Command thereof, 
ſhall, on Requeſt, neglect or refuſe to pay the ſaid Impoſitions on Coals and 
Wine, it ſhall be lawful to and for the ſaid Collector or Collectors to attach or 
diſtrain ſuch Ship, Lighter, or Veſſel, or any Tackle, Furniture, and — 
thereof, until the ſaid Impoſitions ſhall be fully paid and ſatisfied. 


To the Intent that the Conſumers of Coals and Wine may bear the Burthen 
of the Impoſitions hereby granted thereon, and may not be aggrieved by an Ad- 
vance on the ſaid Commodities over and above the Sum or Sums of Money 
hereby impoſed, every Maſter of a Ship, Lighter, or other Veſſel, Merchant, or 
Dealer by Wholeſale or Retail, in ſelling the Commodities ſubject to the ſaid Im- 
poſitions, may and ſhall demand, and be entitled to receive, of the Buyer, the 
Impoſts payable on the ſaid Commodities, or the juſt Share and Proportion there- 
of, to the loweſt Denomination of Coin current in this Kingdom, diſtinct and 
apart from the Price of the ſame, and no more. And every ſuch Merchant, 
Dealer, or Maſter of a Ship, Lighter, or other Veſſel, who ſhall refuſe fo to di-
